Oyster Bay, New York, May 20.— 


Twelve hours after Theodore Roose- 
velt returned from South America, he 
was back in the thick of politics. . He 
was up early and as soon as break- 
last was over he was hard at work 
picking up the 
thread 
where he 


dropped it seven months ago. 


Colonel Roosevelt, it was learned 
today, looks forward to one of 
the 
hardest political -campaigns of 
his 
career. Except for the time occupied 
for his trip to Spain for the wedding 
of his son, he expects to devote to 
polities most of his time until Novem- 
Ijp.r. Already a tentative plan of ac- 
tion lias been mapped out and Colonel 
Hoosevplt has In mind one 
of 
the 
strongest campaign trips lie has ever 
made, taking him from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, and 
several 
shorter 
trips in nearby states. 


By nine o'clock he was in the H- 
brary, a quiet, room on 'the ground 
floor of the old house at Sagamore 
Hill. He paced the floor and dictated 
letters and telegrams at top speed to 
a stenographer summoned from New 
York, .His desk was piled-high with, 
messages from all parts of the world 
as to his health, and informed him of 
political coiiditions. 


For ten days before he sails 
for 
Europe, Colonel Roosevelt has mapped 
out a program which will keep him 
busy. His present desire is to get 
back in touch as soon as possible with 
tlie affairs of the progressive party in 
ajl parts of the country, and help to 
start the machinery for the coming 
campaign. -Before he left South Amer- 
ica, he planned work arranging by ca- 
ble for .conferences with leaders of 
the progressive party. The first was 
for today.' 


Colonel .Roosevelt already had made 
appointments with progressive lead- 
ers of several states. One of tlie most 
important will deal with the situation 
in Pennsylvania, where Colonel Roose- 
velt expects to make a hard campaign 
this fall. • • •

OF DROWNED COUPLE 


Boy and Girl 
Who Start on 
Honey- 


moon Trip in Canoe Perish in 


Drainage Canal.

Chicago, May 20.—Search was re- 
sumed 
at 
daybreak today in the 
drainage canal 
at Lemont, 111., for 
the bodies of Gordon Higgins and his 
bride, the two young elopers 
who 
were drowned there by the capsizing 
of Higgins' canoe. 
Higgins, a student of E,vanston, and 
Miss Verle 
Stewart 
were married 
yesterday by Judge Labuy. He was 
nineteen years 
old, and 
she 
was 
twenty-two. 


Yesterday Miss Stewart took her 
suitcase and told her uncle, Mr. M. 
McKinnon, whom she lived with in 
Evanstpn, that she was going home 
for a visit. At the same hour Higgins 
left home. They went to the beach 
and were married, and planned to go 
for 
their 
honeymoon 
in 
Higgins' 
canoe. 


Mr. McKinnon, Mrs. Higgins' uncle, 
was told that" Higgins and his wife 
had gone In Gordon's canou. 
McKin- 
non telephoned to all the towns along 
the beach. His last call was made to 
Lemont, 
"Have you seen anything of a red 
canoe with a boy and girl in it?" ask- 
ed McKinnon of Marshal Kane. 


"Yes, 
bat the bodies have, not been 
recovered," 
answered Kane. Later 
Kane described the drowning. 
"Higgins had asked for a tow be- 
hind 
the barge," 
Kane explained. 


"One 
of the bargemen threw the line 
and they were towed for a long time. 
They went 
to sleep 
about Willow 
Springs 
about five miles .north of 
here. 
The 
steerman ,on -the barge 
saw Higgins move to reach his coat. 
He leaned forward on his knees, and 
tried to get it. The canoe rocked and 
turned. 
Mrs., Higgins 
threw 
her 
arms around 'her husband's neck as 
they went under, and neither came to 
surface again."

New York, May 20.—The confession 
that "Dago Frank" Ciroflci made an 
hour before he went to the electric 
chair at Sing 
Sing 
will not help 
Charles Becker in his fight to prove- 
his innocence of the murder ot Her- 
man Rosenthal, for which Ciroflci and 
his three companions have already 
paid the'penalty. The supreme court, 
before which Becker is on trial for the 
second time, refused today to admit 
testimony dealing with .this confes- 
sion. 


"Dago Frank" before he died swore 
that he had never heard the name of 
Becker mentioned until Rosenthal had 
been killed. The defense had planned 
to place upon the stand the sister of 
the dead gunman, the priest who ac- 
companied him to the chair, the war- 
den and the principal keeper at Sing 
Sing to testify to the authenticity of 
this confession, but Justice Sebury's 
ruling defeated their intention. Beck- 
er's face fell when he heard the rul- 
ing.

Keep Tampico Open. 
That every effort will be made by 
he United States 
to maintain the 
port of Tampico free and open to com- 
merce was declared today by Acting 
Secretary of the 
Navy 
Roosevelt. 
While'no definite orders had been is- 
sued the acting secretary said that if 
necessary steps would be taken to 
jrevent a blockade by either Mexican 
"ederals or constitutionalists. 


Claim Victory. 


Estacion Amargos, Mexico, May 19, 
via El Paso, May 20.—General Fran- 
cisco Villa, leading 4,000 constitution- 
alist troops, won the first important 
engagement of Saltillo May 17, when 
IB defeated 4,500 federals retreating 
'rom Monclova at Paredon. 


Villa Victoriou*. 
Not only did General Villa adminis- 
ter a defeat to tlie federals, but he 
prevented the arrival at Saltillo of the 
Monclova force, whish the federal gar- 
rison would have added materially to 
the defensive force to the objective 
points of the campaign. He also cap- 
tured supplies which would have been 
valuable to the garrison of Slatillo, and 
which have added a tremendously in- 
creased strength xto 
the power of 
Valla's attack. 


Loss Estimated. 
Estacion, Amargos, May 19, via El 
Paso, May 20.—The constitutionalists 
lost sixteen killed 
and 
twenty-nine 
wounded. 'The federal casualties were 
twenty-nine killed and 
over eighty 
wounded. The constitutionalists cap- 
tured nine hundred people, nine pieces 
of artillery, over one million round sot 
small arms and ammunition, a large 
quantity of artillery ammunition and 
a large supply of provisions. In addi- 
tion five trains 'which 
carried the 
Huerta soldiers were captured. 
To Withdraw Force. 
Plans for the withdrawal of a part 


of the naval force now in Mexican 
waters, were considered at tlie navy 
department today. 
Acting Secretary 


of the Navy Roosevelt 
stated that 
within a week he hoped to withdraw 
to America 
one division 
of the At- 
lantic consisting 
of four battleships 
and five torpedo boats.

FEAR ZAPATA PLANS 


WHOLESALE BUTCHER 


OF POLITICAL FOES 


Prince of World's Bloodthirsty Ban- 


dits Said to Be Contemplating 


Mexico City Massacre. 
[SPECIAL TO THB OABETTB.] 


Mexico City, May 2Q.— With Emili 


ano Zapata and his band of blood- 
thirsty bandits almost within gunshot 
of the capital, the people 'of Mexico 
City are panic-stricken. 
For Zapata 


has threatened to take the city by fire 
and sword, and his entrance into it 
would mean the reign for days of 
butchery and loot. 


Zapata is called the greatest bandit 


who ever lived, not even barring At- 
tila, or Genseric, or Ghengis Kalin; 
the one New World 
savage 
more 
bloodthirsty than Geronimo; the one 
soldier whom the armies of four gov- 
ernments have failed to conquer, and 
who is now ravaging an area larger 
than the 
states 
of New York and 
Texas combined. 
Zapata has seized half a hundred 
towns, put more than 4,000 men, wom- 
en and children to the sword, taken 
or destroyed more than $100,000,000 
worth of property, and rides today at 
the head 
of a 
well-armed, finely- 
mounted force of 10,000 cavalry, which 
is feared throughout all of southern 
Mexico. 
Will Kill Huerta. 
Zapata has said that he will kill 
Huerta as soon as Mexico City falls/ 
No one doubts this. 
When Huerta 
irst took the reins of government he 
sent twenty-seven men, each ignorant 
of the other's presence^ into Morelos 
and Guerrero, with the offer of a re- 
ward of 15,000 for Zapata' a head, dead 
>r alive. Some ot these men — for he 
knew of their coming almost as soon 
as they left Mexico City— Zapata shot; 
still others he took prisoners; one, 
who became obstreperous, "is reported 
:o have been burned alive, and from 
others he cut the nose, or one ear, 
and sent them back to the federal 
government as warnings. 
While Hu- 
srta's effort to "get" Zapata failed, the 
atter has never forgotten the dicta- 
tor's attempt upon his life. 
Zapata is a trained soldier, forty- 
hree years old, with sixteen years of 
lis life spent in the army, a prisoner 
under Pprfiro Diaz. He first appeared 
on Mexico's bloody map twenty-three 
years ago, at the head of twelve high- 
vaymen. Diaz's rurales captured him 
n the village of Yautepec. He was 
,hrown into the army, and there de- 
voted all his energies to the ,arts of 
war, so that, when he served his time, 
ic might turn them against Porfirio 
Diaz. 


Heads 'Death Legion." 
Freed in 1906, he broke out in the 
spring of 1911 under the banner of 
tfadero, at the head of 900 men, whom 
ic fantastically christened "the Death 
Legion." They have lived up to every 
word of their name. In a sort of wild 
justice he first captured 
Yautepec, 
where he had been arrested a score 
of years before. .Today the village is 
a blackened ruin, its 4,500 inhabitants 
scattered to the four winds, save those 
whose bones lie bleaching 
beneath 
their dynamite shattered homes. 
In the five years which, has elapsed 
between Zapata's 
release from the 
army and that memorable morning, 
March 2, 1911, when he sacked Yau- 
epec, he and his brother bought thou- 
sands of rifles, a dozen rapid fire guns 
and millions of rounds of ammunition, 
which they stored in artificial caves 
beneath the earth of their fields in 
the fortified town of Villa Ayala,- their 
ancestral home. To them, under the 
guise of rebels against the rule of Por- 
firio Diaz, flocked 2,000 of the worst 
thugs, cut-throats and highwaymen of 
all the riff-raff which followed Madero 
;nto power. 
His forces thus increased to nearly 


3,000, abundantly armed, munitioned 
and mounted, Zapata rode out of Yau- 
epec into a career of crime not yet 
ended, and unparalleled in the annals 
of the world. With the smoke of Yau- 
tepec like a curtain behind them they 
rode to Jojutla, thirty miles away. Be- 
tween the two towns not a house was 
left standing in a strip five miles wide. , 
Not a gobd looking woman escaped; 
net a man who tried to protect his 
lome and his wife and daughters lived 
to tell it. No barbarism was too cruel i, 
no outrage too revolting to be com- 
mitted by these Indians gone mad 
with freedom. 
In Yautepec they se- 
cured $10,000 from the municipal treas- 
ury and thousands on thousands of 
dollars worth of goods from jewelry 
stores and retail shops. 
Jojutla's late was delayed two days 
by the sacking and 
destruction of 
Acatlan, a smalt but prosperous town 
in the path of these human locusts. 
More Butchery. 
In Jojutla was a garrison of thirteen 
rurals 
Zapata, surrounding the town 


with his 3,000, agreed to guard the 
place from loot and to give the garri- 
son safe convoy to Cuernavaca, if it 
would surrender. The federals agreed. 
They reached a point 
about 
three 
miles out of Joutla and all were mas- 
sacred. Then Joutla was given to the 
looters and to the -flames. Within a 
month these three towns were ash 
heaps. About $10,000 
was 
secured 


from the town treasury in Joutla, and 
something like .$225,000 more was paid 
over by merchants for "protection. 
No sooner had they paid the bandit 
leader, however, than 
their 
homes 
were looted. 
If the non-combatants 


resisted", they met death. 
During the three years that have 
intervened since the sacking and de- 
struction of these towns, Zapata has 
grown in power and in bloodthtrsti- 
ness. His hands are literally reeking 
with blood, and he looks upon the cap- 
ture and loot of Mexico City as the 
one great event in his life— the climax

Increaied During Pitt Year and 


General Condition Improved. 


The excellent condition of the city 


finances for the past year is shown by 
the auditor's report, which was ac- 
cepted and ordered placed on file by 
the council at 
yesterday's meeting. 
The auditors. H. S. Haggart ?nd YV. 
S McCue. completed their work last 
week and made the following report. 
"After a thorough investigation of 


the books and accounts of the 
city 
treasurer for the fiscal year 
ending 


.April If.lh it Is certified; that cash re- 
ceived from various sources is prop- 
erly accounted for, disbursements are 
nujiported by warrants, vouchers and 
bank checks, verified by correspond 
ing entries in cash and check books. 
All vouchers have the approval sisna- 
lures of proper officials. 
The cash on 


hand verified and bank accounts found 
correct and all entries made correctly 
•with the exception of a few minor 
clerical 
errors aggregating 
thirty- 


eight cents. 
"The balance with corrections of 
the cash on hand showed a total of 
Slfi4,S.".3.C4, which was given in the 
annual report of the city treasurer. 


Ae compared with the balances in 


different funds on the same, date 
a 
vear ago, the general fund shows an 
increase of $.".600 and the ward funds 
nt about $- 700. The treasurer had 
on hand April 1st in the regular work- 
ing funds an available cash balance
